HAS SOME COMFORT. 


NUMBER OF DEATHS THIS YEAR 
600 LESS THAN DUE- 
ING 1897. 


TUBERCULOSIS CARRIED 
OFF THE MOST PEOPLE. 


Tais City Will Now Head the List of 
American Cities for Health, as 
It Does in Many Other 
Respects. 


The death rate in St. Louis will be lower 
for 1898 than ever before in the city’s his- 
tory. 

With the results of two days not in, the 
Hiealth Department figures that the rate 
will be 14.2 per cent. 

The next lowest was in 1897 
when the rate was 15.9. ' 

In the last 12 months the average num- 
ber of deaths to the thousand of popula- 
tion was 14. 

This is a remarkable record and firmly 
eetablishes St. Louis as the healthiest city 
in the United Sttees, if not in the world. 

With two days lacking, the official rec- 
ords of the mortuary office show that 8829 
deaths have occurred since Jan. 1, 1898. It 
estimated that by midnight Saturday 
this number will be swelled to 8950. In 1 
8734 deaths occurred. 

The records since 1893, when 10,29 people 
died, show that in 1894 there were 8734 
deaths; in 1895, 9428, and in 1896, 9898. 

Last year the number was 9550, which is 
600 more than this vear. 

It is estimated that about 11 per cent of 
the deaths are catused by tuberculosis. This 
is the largest percentage due to any one 
disease. 

Diseases of the ailmetary tract carry 
off the most children. Respiratory ailments 
are the most fatal in adults.

It is known that desperate crooks have 
been hanging about the city for the past 
few days, and the crime is believed to have 
been committed by them. 

Beeler was last seen on the outskirts of 
the city with his wagon last night.

An explosion ofégas in a Pullman sieeper 
at East St. Louis early Thursday morn- 
ing created a small panic among passengers 
on a Baltimore & Ohlo train.

Eastman joined the army before his trial 
came up. 

“You have expiated your crime in the 
service of Uncle Sam if you are guilty,”’ 
said Judge Adams. “We don’t want you 
back here until your term of enlistment ex- 
pires. I will release you on a bond of $100, 
signed by yourself.”’

When Dr. Hyatt’s cold wave of a day or 
two ago did not materialize he retired into 
seclusion, readjusted his skull-cap and his 
instruments, took a hitch in his trousers 
and s@ore a mighty oath that a cold wave 
he would. have, if he broke his suspender. 

He was in high glee Thursday morning. 
He saw the wave coming and was anxious 
to tell the public about it. 

He declares by the beard of the original 
weather prophet that this cold wave is 
bona fide. 

It is chasing the warm atmosphere down 
from the Northwest and the advance guard 
of old Boreas’ army of chilling blasts will 
reach St. Louis Friday morning. 

The temperature drop by that time will 
be 20 degrees, That will be only a begin- 
ner. Next morning it will go lower—how 


much lower even Dr. Hyatt hesitates to 
nee, ow fear of violence from a shivering 
public. 

“The balmy atmosphere to-day won't be 
here to-morrow,’ said the Doctor 
Thursday morning, as he got out his map. 

“There's the cold wave,” he added, put- 
ting his tinger on Queen Victoria’s North- 
west Territory. There’e a “high" up there 
that will soon chase the “low” between 
here and there off the earth. The cold 
wave is in hot pursult—that isn't a joke— 
after the warm wave we are now ensey a. 
Montana had A drop of 48 degrees th 
morning. 

“The coming of the cold wave will proba- 
bly_.be acco nied by snow ftv 
snowing in Washington, Oregony and Ne- 
braska, and high nds have prevailed on 
the Eastern slope of the Rockies.” 

“The cold wave originated in the ee 
Northwest Territory. It was boun to 
come. Such weather as we are having 
couldn’t . last. Theré is no false alarm 
about this. The drop here by to-morrow 
morning will be not less than 20 degrees. 
The cold should continue three or four 
days, and it will be real nipping weather. 
The show will probably not amount to 
much and will come at the beginning of the 
drop in temperature.’’ 

Dr. Hyatt’s promise of cold weather will 
bring joy to thousands of boys and giris 
who received skates and sleds from Santa 
Claus, and whose hearts have been filled 
with dark despair by the continuance of 
warm weather. Three or four days of 
cold weather, such as Dr. Hyatt promises, 
should freeze over all the ponds fit for 
skating.

Dr. Potter 
was called in. He revived the tWo men, but 
Mra. Adams died. 

Mr. Cornish states that on Christmas day 
he received a neat package addressed to 
himeelf, containing a sterling aiiver medi- 
cine bottle-holder, in a Tiffany box, and in 
the holder was a bottle marked ‘Bromo- 
Seltzer.’ The package Was anonymouely 
eent, but Cornish says he thought nothing 
of this. It was this bottle that Mrs. Rog 
ers got for her mother, and out of which 
Mra. Adama drank with fatal effect. Mr. 
Cornish says he can not think who could 
have had any designs on hie life. 

Harry Cornish is a cousin of Mrs. Adams, 
and is 40 years old. He has been the phy- 
gical director of the Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic Club for three years. Prior to that 
time he was the physical director of the 
Chicago Athietic Club, and prior to that a 
well-known figure in football and other 
gports and a coach for many college teams, 

On the morning of Dec, 24 there came to 
the deak of the Knickerbocker Club office 
a package wrapped in manila paper and 
genied w.th wax. On the flat surface was 
written ‘n a feminine hand, disguised to 
cause the impression that the vEting was 
dune by a man, the address: Mr larry 
Cornish, Knickerbocker Club, Madison ave- 
nue ard F riy-fifth street, New York City.

JOBBERS HAVE A NEW PLAN. 


They Organize Their Own Association 
to Control Tobacco Trade. 
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BROADWAY CABLE ROAD SUF- 
FERED A LOSS AND CARS 
WERE STOPPED. 


CAUGHT FROM A_ SPARK.

Firemen Had Great Difficulty Prevent- 
ing the Total Destruction of the 
Plant at Broadway and Lami. 


A fire that destroyed the woodwork in the 
boller rooms at the Broadway cable power 
house, at Broadway and Lami street, was 
discovered at 3:38 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing. 

Traffie on the cable line was delayed sev- 
eral hours, and during the early part of 
the morning the cars crept along the tracks 
at enail pace because of the inability to 
raise steam. By 8 o’clock affairs had ad- 


justed themselves and the road was run- 
ning as usual. 

The Broadway cable is operated by two 
power houses. One is at Broadway and 
Lami and the other, its twin, is at Broad- 
way and Salisbury. The bulk of the work 
Thursday morning was done by the Salis- 
bury street establishment. 

The boller room where the fire occurred 
is 120 feet long and 4 feet wide. It is on 
the Lami street side and is two stories 
high. Two itmmense smoke stacks run 
from the ground up through the middle of 
the room. The fire was discovered on the 
second floor, in the rear, by Chief Engineer 
John Kelley. There were three men_ on 
duty at the time of the fire besides Kel- 
ley. Assistant Kingsley, Fireman Burn- 
ley and a helper. Only the fireman was 
in the boller room. 

When the fire was discoveted the firemen 
ran to turn in an alarm and Kelley and 
his assistants tried to fight the fire with 
the equipment of the power house. The 
interior of the room was built of pine 
and the fire had gained such headway it 
was impossible to stay its progress. When 
the fire department arrived the interior 
was one mass of flames and the firemen 
had all they could do to prevent their 
spread. 

There was nota great deal of wood used 
in the construction of the building and 
most of this was soon burned away. The 
place was drenched with water from a 
half-dozen fire engines and a force of work- 
men put to work removing the charred 
pieces of timber. 

It was found the boilers were uninjured 
and the walls not harmed. The fires in the 
furnaces had died down, but were not out, 
They were started up and the big engines 
began te move. 

Capt. McCulloch, the euperintendent, was 
at the power house early Thursday morn- 
ing. He made an investigation, and said 
he thought the fire must have originated 
on the second floor from a spark. 

Lines transferring to the Broadway cable 
did not ‘ssue checks during the early 
morning traffic, but by 8 o’clock cars 
were running without interruption. 

Capt. McCulloch said the loss would not 
be heavy and was fully covered by insur- 
ance:

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WOMAN AND BABES WITH THEM. 


Wife of the Captain Tells of the Ter- 
rible Experience in the 
South Seas. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—After being 
adrift on the ocean for 2% days and BW 
nights in a frail boat Capt. McDonald, his 
wife and three children, survivors of the 
American ship W. H. Starbuck, were res- 
cued by the bark C. D. Bryant, Capt. Colly. 
They arrived at this port yesterday. 

The Starbuck was burned in the South 
Seas the night of Nov. 5, and the crew 
took to three boats: The boat in charge 
of Capt. McDonald drifted three weeks, 
lacking a day, before land was made. 

Storms overtook the occupants and life 
hung by a thread. Tropical suns burned 
them and the chill of the nights added to 


their sufferings. Their supply of water gave 
out and the siow torture of thirst was the 
culmination of their agony. 

Through all these days and nights of 
torment Mrs. McDonald endured hardships 
with the same heroism that characterizes 
every member of the unfortunate little 
family. Even the children, Howard, aged 
7; Maud, 5 years old, and Gladys, the baby 
of 19 months, seemed to imbibe something 
of the heroic spirit and endured almost as 
bravely as the rest. 

Mrs, McDonald said: 

The cook was drowned, but we picked up 
the rest. Then there. were fifteen in our 
little shell, ard we wete cramped for room. 
The allowance of water was cut down from 
a pint to half u pint. We had plenty of 
hard bread, canned fruits and meats. I 
partook of nothing but the fruit. The short 
allowance cf water made the situation se- 
rious, but the men behaved like heroes. 
They never made a complaint, and took 
their turns bailing out the boat. When the 
mates crew came in our boat we had to 
throw overboard everything in the way of 
clothing, save what We wore. 

‘The thought that I might lose my reason 
began to prey on me, and my condition be- 
came almost hysterical. The twentieth day 
we saw land. My husband had promised 
to the man who first saw the shore a big 
Slass of water. He himself won the re- 
ward. I can not describe the scenes in that 
little boat when land was sighted. I scarce- 
ly knew what I was doing or saying. I 
hugged my children to me and thanked God 
for His goodness. 

‘The land we had made was Hookena, 
and next day at noon we were ashore. The 
natives came outside the reef and we were 
put into one of their boats. My limbs re- 
fused to support me.”’ 

Capt. McDonald, like his wife, was born 
in Canada, but is an American. He has 
been for many years in the employ of Troop
